Mr. Orr Gives Figures. 


w. W. Orr, president of the Retail 
Merchants’ association, spoke next. He 
said that the merchants of the city paid 
the city $65,000 a year in taxes, and the 
county, $35,000. 

“They have about 4,000 employees,” 
he said. The annual rent paid by 
the members of the association is over 
$1,000,000. To get a better idea of the 
annual expense account—it is equal to 
$30 for every Atlanta citizens, $175 for 
every student enrolled in Atlanta's 
public. schools, over $3 for every $1 in 
postoffice receipts; and, if put in $1 
bills, end to end, they wouid reach over 
500 miles and be more than two and 
one-half times the total mileage of At- 
lanta’s street railway System.” 

Mr. Orr closed by making an earnest

the city for the repaving of Peachtree 
and Whitehall streets. 

Chief of Construction Collier was 
asked for estimates on the work and 
he furnished the following figures: 

“The cost of repaving Peachtree with 
a first-class pavement from Five Points 
to Pine street, $97,191.50; the city’s 
share to be $19,279.17. The cost of re- 
paving Whitenall from the viaduct to 
the Central railroad, $128,089.50, the 
city’s share to be $24,414. 

Mr. Collier said that to repair both 
the streets would cost between $15,000 
and $20,000. He stated that he thought 
it would be economy to repave instead 
of repairing. .

The action the manufacturers 
igives a signal victory to American 
newspaper publishers, who, in the face 
of advancing paper prices have seen 
nothing ahead but ruin for many of 
their number. If the proposal is ac- 
cepted officials say it will mark ‘an 
expansion of the functions of the gov- 
ernment, which in arbitrating the dif- 
ferenees between the two industries 
opens up a wide field of possibilities 
for the future. 

Although nothing has been said ‘cor 
cerning the continuance of grand jury 
proceedings in New York’it is well un- 
derstood the manufacturers’ move was 
predicated on the assumption that there 
would be no criminal prosecutions. 
The manufacturers in their proposal, 
while denying there have been any vi- 
Olations of the law, agree that the 
trade commission, if it finds it neces- 
sary, may make recommendations for 
such changes in the business of print 
paper manufacture that the industry 
“may maintain its‘organization, man- 
agement and condéct of business in ac- 
cordance with thé law.’ 


After Many Conferences. ° 


The announcement came after sever- 
al days of conference between repre- 
sentatives of manufaeturers who make 
enough of the continent’s print paper to 
control the market and attorneys for 
the commission, headed by Francis 
J. Heney, of San Francisco, who was 
retained especially for the commission’s 
investigation of the industry. The ad- 
ministration has shown the keenest 
interest. in the proceedings and it was 
said today, Secretary McAdoo’s aid had 
made. possible the result. President 
Wilson has watched the situation since 
the trade commission began its in- 
quiry eight months ago. 

The investigation was put under way 
last summer under a resolution adopt- 
ed by the senate. Information gather- 
ed tending to show trust law viola- 
tions was turned over to the justice 
department, while all bearing: on eco- 
nomic bases of the situation was col- 
lected by the commission, At hearings 
held last fall and as late as January 
the manufacturers, it is said, discour- 
aged the commission’s efforts to find 
a solution for prohibitive prices. After 
the grand jury proceedings were start- 
ed they came voluntarily to Washing- 
ton with their proposition, 

It is estimated that if the proposal is 
accepted and reasonable prices are 
fixed, at least $30,000,000 will be saved 
to American publishers this year. Noth- 
ing is said of increased production, 
but it is understood the manufacturers 
are willing to keep envugh machines 
on news print to insure a paper sup- 
ply for the entire country. 

It was learned today that the Ca- 
nadian government will, under orders 
in council, fix a maximum price of two 
and- one-half cents a pound on news 
print sold to Canadian publishers, leav- 
ing the price to be charged Americans 
to be determined in this country. The 
two governments have worked in con- 
cert in the situation trying to find 
means of averting threatened disaster 
to publishers. 

e trade commission Ss report to 
congress on its investigation will. be 
delayed until a decision is rendered on 
today’s proposal. 

Statement by Commission, 


A statement issued by the commis- 
sion said: 

“It was the evidence procured by 
the comrnission, and turned over to 
the attorney genéral, that led to the 
recent preparations for criminal prose- 
cution by the department of justice. 

“For the last two months the com- 
mission has been seeking speedy relief 
from an intolerable situation by means 
of conferences between publishers and 
manufacturers, but a deadlock was the 
only result. Determining upon decisive 
measures, the federal trade commission 
employed Francis J. Heney, of Cali- 
fornia, to assist the commission in se- 
curing instant action and relief. It 
is through conferences: between Mr. 
Heney. on the one hand, and the man- 
ufacturers and their attorneys, on the 
other, that the proposition has been 
made to put the whole makier up to the 
federal trade commission. 

“This was the proposition suggested 
by the publishers January 27 at a Chi- 
cago conference and refused at that 
time by the manufacturers. Once con-

Berlin Claims the French 
Forces Have Been Driven 
for Half Mile on Front of 
Mile and a Half. 
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NEARLY 1,000 PRISONERS 
CAPTURED BY GERMANS 


Twenty Machine Guns Also! 
Taken—The German Blow 
Was Delivered Midway Be- 
tween Verdun and Rheims. 


New York, February 16.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From Ettropean Cables 
of the Day.)—Striking at the French 
line in Champagne, midway ‘between 
Verdun and Rheims, troops of the Ger- 
man crown prince have taken ground 
to a depth of a half mile on a front 
of a mile and a half. The attackers 
captured 858 prisoners, including 21 
officers and twenty machine guns. 


The crown prince had not been ac- 
tive since. his partly successful attack 
on French positions northwest of Ver- 
dun on January 26. The latest thrust 
in Champagne comes a few days less 
than a year after the beginning of the 
attack by him on the outlying forti- 
fications of Verdun. | = 

South of Ripont, between Tahure and 
Cernay, was the scene of the German 
success. Most of the ground gained was 
contained: in the Maisons de Cham- 
pagne farm and on Hill 185, which 
lies about one-third of a mile south 
of the farm. The latest French offi- 
cial statement mentions only artillery 
activity in the vicinity of Maisons de 
Champagne and declares there was no 
infantry activity there. Berlin’s sup- 
plementary report mentions no further 
activity in Champagne.

FOUR FRENCH LINES 
STORMED BY CHARGE 
OF GERMAN TROOPS 


Berlin, February 16.—(Via Sayville.) 
Troops of the Garman crown prince 
in an attack against French positions 
south of Ripont, in the Champagne, | 
yesterday, the war office announced 
today, on a front of about a mile and 
a half captured ground to a depth of 
a half mile. The Germans took 8658 
prisoners, including twenty-one of- 
ficers. : 

The attack, which was preceded by 
intense artillery fire, was made main- 
ly against French positions at Maisons 
de Champagne farm and Hill 185, about 
one-third of a mile south of the farm. 
Four lines of French positions were 
stormed in the attack. he French 
made counter attacks last night and 
this morning, but were repulsed with 
losses. The German losses are said to 
have been small. The statement fol- 
lows: 

“Western War Theater—Army Group 
of Crown Prince Rupprecht: North- 


Jeast of Armentieres and south of La 


Bassee canal and in the Somme ‘'sec- 
tor the artillery activity continued into 
the night. Gatherings of hostile in- 
fantry in entrenches north of Armen- 
tieres, west of Lens, and on both banks 
of the Ancre were shelled by us with 
devastating fire and no attacks, there- 
fore, developed. 

“Army Group of the German Crown 
Prince: In the Champagne south of 
Ripont after efficient preparation ren- 
dered by the artillery and mine throw- 
ers, an attack was executed by our 
infantry with foresight and energy to 
a full success. 

“On Maisons de Champagne farm and 
Hill 185, four hostile lines on a width 
of 2,600 metres were stormed to a depth 
of 800 metres. Twenty-one officers 
and 837 men of other ranks were made 
prisoner. Twenty machine guns and 
one mine thrower were brought ina 
booty. Our losses were small. 

“The French increased their own loss- 
es in useless’ counter attacks which 
were carried on in the evening and 
this morning ‘against the positions 
taken from them. 

“On the west bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun sector) reconnoitering parties 
brought back 44 prisoners, mostly from 
the Third French line. 

“On both sides during the day and 
night aviators were lively and active. 
The enemy lost seven airplanes in 
aerial xhts and as a result of can- 
non and infantry fire.” 

An official communication says Em- 
Pperor William has telegraphed the 
German crown prince, congratulating 
him and his troops for their successful 
attack against the French in Cham- 
pagne, which he says maintained their 
reputation for smart execution. 


The Maisons de Champagne farm and 
Hill 185 are about a mile and a halt 
south of Ripont, which is on the main 
road between Tahure and Cernay.

400 GERMAN U-BOATS 


CAPTURED BY BRITISH 


According to American Sea- 
man—Deutschland Among 
the Boats Taken. 


Baltimore, February 16.—William 
Palmer, second engineer of the Amer- 
ican transport liner Mongolia, which 
arrived here today from Plymouth, 
England, via New York, said he saw 
the merchant submarine Deutschland 
and 186 other German underwater 
boats in Plymouth harbor. Palmer as- 
serted that the British captured 400 
enemy U-boats and that 187 of them 
were chained together in Plymouth 
harbor.

Bodies Were Mutilated, 

The bodies were found late yes- 
terday 3 miles over the Mexican line 
by a party of searchers, headed by Lem 
Spillsbury, Mormon scout with General 
Pershing’s expedition in Mexico. Each 
had been shot several times, the bodies 
had been badly mutilated and the 
clothing removed. Spillsbury and com- 
paions had spent three days search- 
ing for the Americans and just as they 
were about to abandon hope of suc- 
cess discOvered the three bodies in a 
clump of cactus. 

The ground near ‘where the bodies 
were found indicated that a desperate 
struggle had taken place between the 
captors and the captives. 

No .word has come from Ed (“Bunk”) 
Spencer, negre ranch foreman for the 
Warren interests. He returned Tuesday 
night to Ojitos, Chihuahua, where 
Salazar’s band was encampcd. He sald 
he came to Hachita to obtain $5,000 
ransom demanded by Salazar for his 
wife’s release. The ransom has not yet 
been paid. 

Nothing has been heard of the Mexi- 
can band since the raid, but it is be- 
lieved they returned to Ojitos with a 
large number of horses, cattle and 
mules which they are known to have 
collected. | | 

Two Men Made Prisoners. 

Prior to the Corner ranch raid Mexti- 
ca. bandits looted the Nogales head- 
quarters camp of the Palomas Land and 
Cettle company, 20 miles below the 
border and 45 miles southwest of the 
Corner ranch. Two . Mexican’ ranch 
hands were made prisoners and a large 
quantity of supplies and several 
wagons were taken. \, 

The bodies of Peterson, Jensen ara 
Acord are to be buried on the Campbell 


ranch near the Corner ranch.

ASSERT HARDWOOD MEN 


Memphis, Tenn., February 16.—Reso- 
lutions adopted at a meeting here today 
of the directors of the Southern Hard- 
wood Traffic association, called to con- 
sider action regarding the existing em- 
bargzo in effect on northern and eastern 
railroads, and addressed to the inter- 
state commerce commission, went for- 
ward to that body by mail tonight.

SIGNAL TRIUMPH 


Continued F rom F irst Page. 
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“And, whereas, the undersigned man- 
ufacturers are desirous of submitting 
these matters to the arbitrament of the 
federal trade commission, 

“Now, therefore, each of the wnder- 


‘signed does hereby request the federal 


trade commission to find, fix and de- 


‘termine forthwith: 


“(A) The probable or estimated in- 
creased cost of production of standard 
news print paper in the United States 
during the period of time commencing 
March 1, 1917, and ending September 
1, 1917, over the cost of production of 
news print paper in the United States 
during the year 1916. 

“(B) What price per hundred pounds 
at the mill would be a fair and reason- 
able price for the sale of such paper 
for use in the United States during the 
aforesaid period of time, from March 
1, 1917, to September 1, 1917; taking 
into consideration such increased cost 
of production and other conditions af- 
fecting respective manufacturers which 
the commission may deem pertinent at 
this time, | 

To Carry Out All Contracts. 

“It is agreed by the manufacturers 
that they will carry out all existing 
contracts, even if at prices lower than 
those fixed by the commission, and 
that with respect to contracts which 
are for higher prices, reductions will 
be made. Further important clauses 
in the proposition are these: 

‘‘And the undersigned does also agree 
and bind itself to co-operate with the 
federal trade comriission in carrying 
out any plan approved by the commis- 
sion to bring about the distribution of 
news print paper for the purpose of se- 
curing prompt and effective relief to 
the small publishers of the United 
States, and which will enable’ such 
small publishers through co-operative 
buving, to secure their news print pa- 
per at practically the same price as 
that which'is hereinunder to be enjoyed 
by the larger publishers, due provision 
being made for any additional cost of 
distribution. New publishers shall not 
be charged more than said maximum 
price so found, fixed and determined by 
the federal trade commission, during 
said period of time. 

“And each of the undersigned while 
not admitting it, but on the contrary 
expressly denying, that any law has 
been violated by it, does nevertheless, 
hereby agree that the federal trade 
commission may, if it fimds it necessary 
or advisable, proceed forthwith to make 
recommendations for the readjustment 
of its business fn order that it may 
maintain its organization, management 
and conduct of business in accordance 
with law.” 

Marks New Era. 


The proposition which has heen tak- 
en under advisement by the fedéral 
trade commission -is said by govern- 
ment officials to mark a new era in 
American life. The commission was 
created to provide an expert body for 
scientific and economic adjustment 
rather than prosecution in order that 
the public might not be compelled to 
wait and suffer for relief during the 
slower processes of the criminal law. 

The offer of the news print manu- 
facturers is the first practical recog- 
nition of the new .idea by American 
business men. Official Washington is 
amazed at the completeness of the com- 
mission's accomplishment and already 
there is a belief that the action of the 
nage manufacturers will be followed 

y other groups that have been charg- 
ed with monopoly and extortion. 

If the commission accepts the offer, 
it is in a position, by reason of facts 
gathered in the last eight months, to 
make its decision before March 1. This 
done, a first step has been taken for 
the establishment of mutual relations 
between publishers and manufacturers, 
even while competition is freed from 
restraint and the public interest safe- 
guarded at every point.

In the Event of War—Man- 
agers Make Tender to 
President Wilson.

New York, February 16.—The rail- 
i'Troads of the United States today in- 
‘formed President Wilson that the re- 


‘sources of their organizations are at | 


| the disposal of the government in the 
event of war 
' Presidents or other officials of eight- 
}een of the roads were appointed a 3sPpe- 
;cial committee on national defense, 
which will work in conjunction with the 
commanders of the four departments 
of the United States army. W. W. At- 
;terbury, vice president of the Pennsy!- 
; Vania, sent a telegram to the white 
‘house saying this was the plan of the 
| railroads. 

The committee, organized here today 
at a meeting of the American Railway 
association’s executive committee, will 
act under the guidance of President 
Wilson’s national council for defense. 
Daniel O. Willard, president of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio, is a citizen member of 
the council in charge of transportation 
and communication and will act in an 
advisory capacity both for the new com- 
mittee and for the council in the rail- 
roads’ preparedness measures. 

The association’s committee on na- 
tional defense succeeds in authority a 
committee formed last fall to co-oper- 
|} ate with the war deMfartment in trans- 
| porting troops to the Mexican border. 
Fairfax Harrison, president of the 
Southern railway. who headed that 
committee, will continue as chairman. 

President Atterbury, of the railroad 
association,.sent to the heads of its 
members telegrams declaring that the 
“present emergency facing our country 
calls for loyal support and earnest co- 
operation” by the roads with the fed- 
eral.defense body. 

Geographical division was made of 
the country, corresponding with the 
army departments, and a subcommitee 
of railway heads was appointed for 
each territory, the headquarters of each 
to be in or near. the city where the 
conimander’s headquarters is located.

CITY TAX ASSESSORS 
ARE URGING INCREASES 
IN PERSONAL RETURNS 


The city tax assessors are not only ap- 
preciative of the good results which have 
been obtained by the campaign of the Atlanta 
Ad Men’s club to secure increased personal 
tax returns, but are themselves using the 
same method in the effort to persuade citi- 
zens of Atlanta to make as large increases 
as they possibly can. 

The assessors have just prepared a brief 
letter which they are sending to firms, cor- 
porations and business men generally, appeal- 
ing to them to make adequate increases in 
their personal returns. Attention is called 
to the fact that: if this is done it will prob- 
ably prevent an increase in the tax rate 
which Mayor Candler and Chairman Kelley, 
of the finance committee, are urging. 

While up to the present time only about 
per cent of the citizens of Atlanta have 
made their returns, substantial increases have 
been shown; and if the remaining 5 per cent, 
the assessors say, Will make increases pro- 
portionately large, the city will get better 
results than have been secured direct from 
tax returns in some time. 

The tax assessors say that usually 90 per 
cent of the taxpayers of Atlanta wait until 
the last two weeks for making returns before 
attending to this annual duty. This puts a 
large burden of work on them just when the 
books are being closed and makes it ex- 
tremely difficult for them to get ready for 
tax collections by April,

Own, Says W. R. Tapp 


‘ditor Constitution: The south is about 
to come into her own. Our section will soon 
find itself at the top, as surely as cream 
rises in a pail of milk. Already the light 
of a new day penetrates the fog of adverse 
circumstances. The experience gleaned from 
yesterday’s mistakes is the food upon which 
progress feeds, 

Agriculture {s and must always be the 
life blood of the south, and of this agricul- 
ture, cotton is the heart. 

Than whom no king has better right to a 
throne, for is not that right a patent from 
the very hand of nature, the great overlord 
of agriculture? Is not that grant safeguard- 
ed by every phase of circumstance? Is not 
his sway governed by the sternest of all 
laws—the law of necessity? 

The southern farmer has been the recipl- 
ent of much and varied “advice.’, It is well 
that much of it has been rejected. 

After all, the chief glory of our proud 
section is not stored in lands and products, 
but has its abiding place in the clear brains 
and pure hearts of our farmers. ‘True, their 
walk is lined with mistakes. In fact they 
have bought knowledge with mistakes; what 
other class of people have not? Progress 
with us has been slow—perhaps slower than 
with other sections, but we have surmounted 
many peculiar barriers that no other section 
ever encountered.

It differs from diversified farming. 

The latter bids the farmer of the south 
to compete with the farmer of other sec- 
tions, in the production of staple crops. It 
would have him reduce or abandon the only 
crop that is exactly intended for his sec- 
tion, and to adopt crops very necessary to a 
certain extent here, but which are better 
adapted to other soils and climatie condi- 
tions. Commonsense pleads against such 
persuasion, It is the south’s peculiar prov- 
ince to supply the world’s cotton. The time 
is not far distant when she can not meet that 
demand.

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FINANCES OF NATION 
HAVE BEEN MOBILIZED 


W osivinitiin. Sisininey 16.—The na- 
tion’s finances are mobilized to meet 
any situation likely to be presented in 
the near future, in the opinion of the 
federal reserve board, whose precau- 
tionary measures, undertaken upon the 
severance of diplomatic relations with 
Germany, have assumed concrete form 
and are believed to cover every con- 
tingency that may arise. 

There are at present on deposit with 
federal reserve agents in the various 
reserve districts approximately $300,- 
000,000 in cash and the huge reserve of 
$600,000,000 is available at Washington 
for use wherever it may be needed. As 
a precautionary measure, the board has 
requested the bureau of engraving and 
printing to engrave a-large additional 
sum of reserve notes, which will be 
ready for use in case the occasion may 
arise, 

An estimate by George M. Reynolds, 
of Chicago, that the banks of the 
country are ablefo withstand a finan- 
cial strain involving eight times the 
sum involved in the panic of 1907 is 
believed by officials to be a correct 
appraisal of the strength of the federal 
reserve system. 

The first concern of the 
protect member banks against runs by 
depositors of foreign birth, and non- 
member banks so far as possible, vir- 
tunally has passed. There has been but 
few runs, it was said, and these appar- 
ently were due to the unfounded belief 
of foreign-born depositors that the gov- 
ernment would confiscate their bank 
accounts in case of war. The issuance 
of Secretary Lansing’s recent state- 
ment correcting this idea is said to have 
dispelled ‘the fear of such depositors 
and conditions are reported to be vir- 
tually normal. 

The unusual transportation situation, 
due to the congestion of traffic, has 
been reflected in the business done by 
federal reserve banks. The volume of 
acceptances bought rose approximately 
$20,000,000 within a week and discount 
rates have hardened somewhat.

TURKEY HAS SECURED 
LOAN FROM GERMANY 


London, February 16.—Germany has 
made a new loan to Turkey of 42,500,- 
000 Turkish pounds, accérding to a 
Reuter dispatch from Amsterdam quot- 
ing a Constantinople dispatch printed 
in the German newspapers. A bill au- 
thorizing the accepting the loan was 
introduced in the Turkish senate on 
Tuesday. Djavid Bev, minister of 
finance, in discussing the bill, said 
that since the outbreak of the war Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary had ad- 
vanced to Turkey 79,000,000 pounds re- 
payable eleven years after peace is de- 
clared. : 
 Djavid Bey said that his visits to 
Berlin had convinced him that Germany 
would do everything possible to facili- 
tate Turkey’s payment of her debts and 
avas ready, apart from the advances al- 
‘ready made, to give the money neces- 
sary for reorganization after the war. 
The minister declared that if these 
hopes were realized and £100,000,000 
to £150.000,000 was secured to be spent 
on agriculture, railway building and 
roads Turkey would be able in ten 
years to cover her ordinary expendi- 
tures and interest on the national debts 
as well as on debts contracted during 
the war. 

The bill authorizing acceptance of 
the loan also authorized the issue of 
£32,000,000 in bank notes. Djavid Bey 
stated that these bank notes were not 
paper money, but would be cashed by 
Germany in gold. He expressed sur- 
prise that these notes were decreasing 
lin value and that the public was giving 
'£3 in paper for £1 in gold.

BRAVES U-BOATS 


Liverpool, February 16.—The Phila- 
delphia, the first American liner to 
leave Europe since Germany's declara- 
tion of unrestricted submarine warfare, 
sailed from here last Wednesday after- 
‘noon. She carried ninety-five passen- 
eers of all classes, of whom thirty- 
eight were Americans. Among the few 
cancellations weer those of Frank Si- 
monds and Winfield R. Sheehan, who had 
-lanned to sail but were prevented at 
the last moment by business reasons. 
Dr. Henry van Dyke, formerly United 
States minister to Holland, had origi- 
nally intended to sail on the Philadel- 
phia but decided earlier in the week 
to postpone his departure until Satur- 
day. , 

The Philadelphia was unarmed. In 
addition to her passengers she carried 
® general cargo of what is known as 
express freight and two tons of dis- 
patches from the American embassy in 
London for the state department in 
Washington. The dispatch bags con- 
tr.ined important documents forwarded 
from American embassies and consu- 
lates in nearly all the countries of Eu- 
rope, including a large quantity from 
Germany, which was dispatched before 
the break in diplomatic relations. 

New York, February 16.—The ‘Phila- 
aelphia should be well beyond the sub- 
marine. zone, American line officials 
said today. The ship had on board, ac- 
cording to their advices, 237 passengers, 
divided as follows: First-class, 61; sec- 
ond, 66, and steerage, 110. 

The Philadelphia’s passenger list re- 
ceived from London shows the names of 
no passengers residing in southern 
States.

BRTAN'S NEW LOAN 
RUNNING TO BILLION

London, February -16.—The Weekly 
Nation says that it hears that the war 
loan j's a great success and that sums 
have been mentioned suggesting that 
the collection of new money is ap- 
proaching 1,000,000,000 pounds. 

Arthur Neville Chamberlain, direc- 
tor general of national] service, speak- 
ing at Bristol tonight, said that he 
ventured to predict that the result of 
the war.loan would be a bitter pill for 
Germany to swallow. 

Although no figures will be available 
for some weeks, there“'seems to be no 
question in financial circles that the 
loan will be a great succe'’ss. The Na- 
tional accounts indicate 506,000,000 
pounds sterling new money is needed 
to insure a clean slate for the govern- 
ment on entering the next financial 
year on April 1. The government ex- 
pects to obtain not only this amount, 
but enough more to carry it a consid- 
erable distance through the new finan- 
cial year. 

The last day of the loan effort found 
London placarded with appeals. Subur- 
ban banks have been kept open well 
into the evening to accommodate cus- 
tomers cesirous of investing while the 
war loan counters of the postoffices, 
brokerage houses and insurance oi- 
fices have ‘been flooded with applica- 
tions. 

The staff at the Bank of England 
has heen working day and night for 
the last fortnight and will continue to 
do so for at least another fortnight 
longer before it will be possible to 
zive even approximate figures of the 
amount of new money subscribed or of 
the total of conversions.

As day broke 
Saturday she procured a vial of bi- 
chloride of mercury and drank seven 
grains. . 

She experienced no suffering Sunday. 
Guests dropped into the apartment dur- 
ing the afternoon and night. She aided 
in entertaining them. 


WANTS TO 
GET WELL. 


“There was a time I yvearned to die. 
Life holds nothing for me. The only 
man 1 ever really loved is dead—and 
I was aecused of his murder. If there 
is anything I would care to live for, it 
would be to live down that accusation. 
But now I want to get well and show 
sae ingrate that he is not worth dying 
or. 

“There is nothing but old age star- 
ing me in the face. My life is empty. 
Without love, there is nothing to life 
but a shell. Why should I contifiue to 
go on, and on? But I want to stay 
on earth and make a man ashamed of 
himself, just as I once wanted to hu- 
miliate him by committing suicide.”

I told her if she got anv worse to 
have one of the girls telephone me as 
the office, and I would come down and 
record her last words. 

She said she would, and I came back 
to the office to write the story at her 
request.

The Washington Square Puayers, at | 
the Atlanta theater Friday night, pre- 
sented very capably a series of enter- 
taining one-act plays—all the more en- 
tertaining and refreshing because of 
the relief they afforded from the _ or- 
dinary theatrical performances that 
come our way. é 

Not only does the brevity of each 
playlet offer a variety of entertain- 
ment in the single performance, but 
each piece presents some unusual view- 


point, odd juxtaposition of ideas or 
keen Satire. Of good, clean comedy 
there is a plenty, and, in “Moondown,” 
is presented in a vividness that is al- 
most cruel, the oldest and eternally 
the newest of tragedies. 

The story of “Moondown” is that 
of the young girl, in whose heart the 
ideals of youth are unshattered, in 
whose mind there ig no power to con- 
ceive that it is possible that ideals can 
and will be shattered, brought face to 
face with the stark necessity of forc- 
ing herself to crush these ideals by 
her own decision, She is out of work 
in New York-—-the last penny and the 
last hope is gone, when she meet'’s a 
dreamer-chap who is to come for her 
when-the moon goes down and marry 
her.. His poetic chatter has given her 
something new and. beautiful to think 
about and his offer of marriage holds 
out-a God-sent relief from the inevita- 
ble surrender which otherwise must 
come On the morrow. She goes to her 
room and sit's in the window watching 
for “‘moondown” when he will come to 
her. Her roommate has been through 
all this and tells her, not without sor- 
did disinterest, that “he will not come.” 
And he does not come. The conception 
and the construction of this little piece | 
and the excellent work of, Misses 
Craven and Mathieu are an exquisite 
cameo. 

“A Miracle of St. Anthony” fs a lit- 
ile dramatization of an imaginary Visit 
of this good saint to a home where 
rich aunt has died and left a fortune 
io several members of the household, 
the mission of the saint being to bring 
the aunt back to life, with all that such 
an event entails in loss of new-found 
werldly goods to her heirs. It is an ex- 
cellent bit of comedy, wrought for tho 
utmost that can be gained from the 
situation, cleverly bringing forth a 
rather searching inquiry into human 
vature. : 

“FHelena’s Husband” is- the ancient 
legend of the precipitation of the Tro- 
jan war brought down to date In a 
travesty upon modern marital relations, 
modern pacifists and Prussian militar- 
ism, all of which are liberally and hu- 
morously peppered with a scatter-bore 
gun of satire. 

The work of the Washington Square 
players is simplicity itself, frank, in- 
nocent of professionalism or commer- 
cialism, and careless of whether one 
likes it or not. in which characteristic 
lies no small degree'of its charm. 

The players, if some of them are not 
fully developed, are fired with the en- 
thusiasm and sincerity of youth. It 
is a pleasure to see a company without 
a few people in it who are brought 
upon the stage apparently to represent 
rather than nortrav a character. : 

The vivacitv and enthusiasm of. Miss 
Mathieu and Samuel Jaffe, in ‘The 
Roadhouse in Arden.” was particularly 
refreshing. Maxwell Parry's Manelaus,. 
in “Helen’s Husband.” fs an excellent 
bit of character work. and In the same 
piece Miss Desbro’s satirical portrayal 
of the modern woman who doesnt 
know what she wants and takes * out 
in a love affair is pleasing.

Up to the close of 1913 four 
American companies had issued policies 
on 46,800 Germans. The American com- 
panies were rapidly expanding their 
business when the war broke ous, but 
none of them, either life, fire or acci- 
dent, now is doing any business. 
While it is reported that French and 
English companies have repudiated 
their contractual  responsibilites—in 
keeping with the attitude of their gov- 
ernments with respect to commercial 
transactions between belligerents—it is 
pointed out here that the American 
companies have been called on to keep 
large reserve funds on deposit in this 
country and that in case of an event- 
ual break the German insurance com- 
panies might take over their contracts 
ax the behest of the imperial insurance 
control bureau. The two English and 
two French companies which were 
doing business in Germany had issued 
up to the time of the commencement. of 
hostilities only 5,800 policies, amount- — 
ing to 30,000,000 marks.
